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1. Reference is .sad* to CIO Directlve^^^^ and particularly to 
paragraph 10 thereof which requires the investigation b. the %ar Depart- 
ment of Tiers onoel furnished, by the War Department to the Central Intelli- 
gence Grjup. 

2 . The provisions of the cited directive are such &» to require a 
rather eosprehenal ve investigation for the purpose of establishing not 
>nly t/'.u loyalty of tha individuals concerned but also their fitness* for 
the positions for which they arc contemplated • This entails the employ- * 
nent of considerable .manpower both for making the inquires and also for ' 
the clerical work Incident to the preparation of reoort.3 . 

3 * Tne War Department has found it necessary to curtail drastically;' 
«•! routine type loyalty and fitness investigations . This has been ne- 
cessitated by personnel reductions not only within the Intelligence Divi- 
sion but also within the operating intolligcr.ee offices of tbo army ar-uo 
and the Military District of Washington. This latter aspect . r. m' par- 
ticular. importance since it is those subordinate agon .', oa that have to do 
the actual detailed work. This subject of loyalty investigations was 
discussed very recently with the Assistant Chi of 8 of itaff, 0— 2 of the 
army areas and the Military District of Washington. It wan the concensus 
.that Investigations of this type could not be continued. It is true that 
the volurae of investigations required by the Central Intelligence Group 
is not excessive but they are of the same nature as the great number of 
equally important Investigations that are being discon: inund.
